THE SHOEMAKER’S SIDE OF THE 
STORY. 

Chicago, May 12,—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—On Saturday, May 7, your 
paper published a statement by Assistant 
State’s Attorney George E. Gorman in 
which he claimed leather has dropped 
from $2 to 30c per Ib., and in face 
of that fact the shoemakers are charging 
far too much for their work. 

Some one has deceived Mr. Gorman. He 


| G@eals with shoe repairing, therefore it ts 


fair to assume the leathers mentioned 
are sole leathers, and the $2 grade is 
the same grade that is supposed to be 
30¢ today. We, of course, can’t compare 
prime leather prices with shoulder or 
belly leather prices, nor can we compare 
the prices of upper leather and «sole 
leather; so for a fair comparison I am 
gojng to take the prime 11 Ib. block of 
K. IL. or Penn Oak. The price of this, 
when at its highest, was $1.75 per lb. The 
price today of the same leather is $1.30 
per lb. The drop in price is 34%, not 60 
or 70%, as stated.

Cucumbers are given first choice 
when gardeners ee only a limited 
space for vine crops.’ Five or six hills 
will furnish enough cucumbers for the 
average family during the growing 
season, at if carefully gathered, 
there will be plenty for winter use. 
Cucumbers do best when planted far 
enough apart for the vines to spread 
freely over the ground, but in the 
average small garden the space can be 
more profitably utilized, and the cu- 
cumber patch has to be omitted.
